senhower-Kennedy handling of the 
presidency—a policy of let's be 
nice and not get mad at anybody 
—has mixed blessings. President 
Kennedy has stuck with it except 
for his bout with Big Steel. 


This policy may assure great 


personal popularity. But the pop- 
ularity does not necessarily rub 
, off on the party. And it's a policy 
! which raises a natural question: 
Does it make for a great presi- 
dency? 


President Eisenhower, for in- 


(stance, had immense personal 
popularity. But a recent poll of 
75 historians not only didn't put 
him among the' grie'at or1 near- 
great presidents but placed him 
away down among the average. 


Eisenhower, after watching for 


20 years the head-banging tactics 
of Presidents Roosevelt and Tru- 
man when they got angry, par- 
ticularly with Congress, took a 
directly opposite course. 


Through two terms he sought 


to run the presidency with an air 
of great calm. He almost neve? 
deviated from this policy. With 
his political philosophy of calling 
no names, he was called none, 


By throwing no mud, he avoided 


getting splattered. He did nothing 
to spoil the image of himself and 
thus gave no one else a chance 
to. 


This absence of domestic fric- 


tion no doubt was one of the great 
keys to his popularity. If he had 
been constitutionally permitted tq 
run for a third term, and wanted 
to, he almost certainly would have 
been re-elected. 


President Kennedy watched this 


Eisenhower technique for eight 
years from his seat in the Senate. 


With the exception of Kennedy's 


blowup with the steel industry, 
he has followed this technique 
rather than the more direct, ag- 
gressive reactions of Roosevelt 
and Truman. 


But while the voters could ap- 


prove Roosevelt, Truman and Ei- 
senhower—as 
their 
re-elections 


showed—they did not have the 
same.feeling toward their parties. 


In;. Roosevelt's case fh'e voters, 


through his whofe presidency', in' 
each election gave his Democrats 
control 
of Congress 
while re 


electing him three times. 


It was mixed with Truman who, 


when he took office in 1945, in- 
herited 
a Democratic congress 


from Roosevelt. In the first elec- 
tion after 1946. the Democratic 
Congress was replaced by one run 
by Republicans.
